Man charged with murder of former resident in a caravan 

TRIBUTES TO 
STAB VICTIM 


By Oliver Evans 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a former 
Banbury resident who was stabbed 
and killed at a caravan park just out¬ 
side Oxford. 

Former neighbours of Jenny Hume, 55, 
said they were shocked by her killing at 
Prospect Park in Horspath. 

The grandmother-of-three was killed by 
a head wound and also suffered stab 
wounds. 

Her body was found in a caravan at 2am 
on Friday. 

Stewart Dale, 27, who lives at the park, 
was charged on Saturday with murder and 
appeared in court this week. 

Ms Hume lived in Ferriston on the 
Hardwick estate in Banbury from, it is 
understood, 2002 to 2007. 

Terry Smith, who has lived three doors 
down from her former home for 33 years, 
said: "I am shocked, it is the last thing you 
expect. 

"She was a nice lady. I saw her a bit, she 
kept herself to herself. I think she worked as 
a carer. 

"She was a very pleasant lady - you 
couldn't fault her." 

In a short statement her family said: 
"Jenny Hume, aged 55, was a divorcee and 
lived in Oxford. 

"She was a mother of three and a devot¬ 
ed grandmother of three. 

"Her main interests were looking after 
her grandchildren and in her spare time she 
also enjoyed horse-riding." 

Police found Ms Hume dead at the

They said a post mortem examination showed 
she suffered stab wounds, but was killed by blunt 
trauma to the head.

Walk, Oxford, paid tribute. 

Sheila Ford, 43, who lived next door, said: "She 
was such a lovable person. This is such a shock to 
me. 

"She was very friendly and she absolutely 
idolised her young grandson. He will miss her ter¬ 
ribly." 

She said Ms Hume had lived alone in the hous¬ 
ing association flat for nearly four years. 

She said: "She had a heart of gold. She would 
have given you her last penny. I got on with her 
and she got on with me. We always had a laugh." 

The cleaner said she understood Ms Hume 
was taking a training course at Oxford Brookes 
University. But she said she had no idea how Ms 
Hume, who she said had four brothers, ended up 
in Horspath. 

Dale appeared before Oxford magistrates on 
Tuesday to face a charge of murder. The case was 
adjourned and he was remanded in custody 
ahead of a future hearing.

■ Memorial to be unveiled 70 years after bomber crew are killed 

Village plans salute to 
war crash victims

THE site of a bomber crash 
in North Oxfordshire is to 
be marked 70 years after 
the tragedy. 

Relatives of the six crew 
members killed on December 
28, 1942, will attend the 
unveiling of a memorial stone in 
Bodicote next month. 

Their names and rank will be 
listed on a plaque on the 
Hornton stone boulder as part 
of The Queen's Diamond Jubilee 
celebrations. 

The Wellington bomber was 
on a routine 25-minute test 
flight, likely to have taken off 
from Shipston-on-Stour, 
Warwickshire, when historians 
believe it struck a tree, crashing 
into a valley. 


No cause of the accident was 
ever established, although a 
witness reported seeing it fly 
low, leading some to speculate 
that this may have been due to 
bad weather or to test the pilot's 
fitness. 

Recent research has shed 
more light on where the plane 
crashed and its history, leading 
villagers to now mark the spot. 

Among those set to attend is 
Beryl Sidery, who had been 
married to pilot John "Gordon" 
Byrne for just 13 weeks before 
he was killed, aged 22. 

Mrs Sidery said: "I think it is 
wonderful to be able to go to 
the spot where he died." 

The 92-year-old from 
Sheffield kisses his photograph 
every night. 

She said: "I have his 
photograph on my mantlepiece. 


I talk to him every day. It is like 
he hasn't gone. He is 
somewhere else." 

She still remembers meeting 
her husband-to-be at a college 
dance in the city when they 
were both just 18. 

Mrs Sidery said: "He took 
hold of my hand and said 
'hello' and I said 'who on earth 
are you?' 

"He had an absolutely 
gorgeous smile. He asked me to 
sit down and have a drink and a 
dance . . . and that was it." 

And she still remembers the 
moment her mother told her of 
her loss. 

She said: "I thought 'oh god, 
not that'. It was dreadful." 

Younger brother Philip Byrne, 
82, said the family was moved 
by the memorial, organised by 
Bodicote Parish Council. 


He said: "It is absolutely 
wonderful after all these years. 

"The accident was very 
traumatic." 

Others lost were Flight 
Sergeant Jack Thompson, 26; Fit 
Sgt William McMillan, 26; 
Leading Aircraftman Leslie 
Nicholson, 20; Aircraftman John 
Beaumont, 19 and Aircraftman 
Granville Broadhurst, 19. 

Muriel Broadhurst, widow of 
Granville, also hopes to attend 
the event. 

Parish councillor Nigel Buttler 
said: "We should not forget 
those who lost their lives in the 
war." 

Rev Ben Phillips, of nearby St 
John the Baptist church, will 
carry out the dedication 
ceremony at 2.30pm on 
Saturday, June 2. Local people 
are welcome to attend.

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■ Oxfordshire County Council's new leader sets out his policy ideas after taking control 


My priorities 


KICKSTARTING Oxfordshire's 
economy by cutting red tape is top 
of the list for Oxfordshire's new 
county council boss. 

Ian Hudspeth last week officially took 
over as county council leader after his 
predecessor, Keith Mitchell, stood 
down. 

Setting out his policy ideas and 
priorities for the coming months, the 
52-year-old said he hoped to tackle the 
problems of Oxfordshire's struggling 
schools and bed blocking crisis, while 
continuing the council's programme of 
cuts and volunteer-run libraries. 

But his first major change is creating 
a new cabinet post to help boost the 
county's economy. 

He has drafted in fellow councillor 
Nick Carter to go out to talk to small- 
and medium-sized businesses to identify 
and cut bureaucracy in local 
government. 

Mr Hudspeth said: "Small businesses 
are the key to Oxfordshire's economy 
and we need to strip away the 
bureaucracy to get them working. 

"Dealing with local governments can 
be a bureaucratic nightmare. 

"I would love to attract multi-national 
companies to Oxfordshire, but the 
reality is that real growth has got to be 
in small- and medium-sized 
businesses."

He hopes that by cutting bureaucracy 
he can bring such businesses to 
Oxfordshire, encourage start-ups and 
boost existing firms. 

Mike Jennings, chairman of Jennings 
of Garsington and founder of 
entrepreneur mentoring group Oxford 
Business Mentors, welcomed the plans. 

He said: "It is really good to hear him 
say that he wants to support the private 
business sector. But I would prefer him 
to be talking about micro-, small- and 
medium-sized businesses and focus on 
the micro-companies. 

"The vast majority of businessmen 
and women run micro-businesses in 
Oxfordshire and they are being 
excluded by our public sector at the 
moment." 

He said governments had focused on 
large businesses with a proven track 
record but, although riskier, more 
economic growth would come from 
supporting micro-firms. 

He also welcomed Mr Hudspeth's 
plans to cut local government 
bureaucracy, saying: "There is layer 
upon layer of rules and regulations, 
which do not all come from the local 
authority. But some of them do, and it is 
stifling in terms of time, effort and delay, 


particularly in terms of planning. 

"A supportive environment from our 
public sector would be welcome." 

Last month, a major survey looking at 
the county's economy showed that 70 
per cent of firms were reporting a rise in 
turnover and new orders over the past 
year. 

The Business Barometer survey also 
showed a further 47 per cent predicted 
they would take on more workers in the 
coming months. 

Mr Hudspeth was elected leader of 
the council's ruling Conservative group 
last month and his main task will be 
taking the party into the 2013 full 
council elections. 

He said: "I can promise the electorate 
that I will work as hard as possible, and 
be as open and transparent as possible, 
to deliver good services for the residents 
of Oxfordshire in these financially 
challenging times. 

"My style inevitably will be different 
from Keith's, but it is up to people to 
make that judgment. I am not going to 
be critical of Keith. 

"I want to be viewed as my own 
person but we are in the final year of 
the administration and we are delivering 
those manifesto pledges. 

"Next year, when the budget will be 
under my leadership, more of my 
personality will be involved."

That means if you 
commit another one the minimum 
sentence will be three years. "

A huge rise in 
tyre dumping

WASTE chiefs are baffled by 
a surge in dumped tyres 
across North Oxfordshire. 

Some 900 tyres were dumped 
in the Cherwell district from 
January to April, compared to 
250 in the same period last year. 

This year's total is now more 
than 1,000 after 160 were left in 
Station Road, Cropredy, on 
Tuesday, May 15. 

Cherwell District Council said 
this cost more than £900 to clean 
up and now wants the public to 
help find the culprits. 

A council spokesman said they 
could not explain the increase. 

Council lead member for clean 
and green issues Nigel Morris 
said: "We have already had more 
than 20 tyre dumps since January 
this year and this needs to stop. 

"The problem is, as with all fly¬ 
tipping incidents, these tend to 
happen in secluded places at 
quiet times of the day. 

"We can't possibly have eyes 
and ears everywhere so we have 
to rely on people reporting suspi-

cious activity to us when they see 
it." 

Other tyres have been left in 
places including Claydon, 
Bicester, Banbury, Adderbury and 
Caversfield.

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Focusing on a 
private world

S IMON Murison-Bowie is 
uniquely placed to capture 
a distinctly private view. 

Armed with an almost-silent 
medium-format camera and 
decades of experience, he has 
caught artists from across the 
county lost in their own worlds. 

And you can see the startlingly 
intimate results at Artists & Studios: 
Private Views at The Mill's Foyer 
Gallery until June 3. 

"I am a documentary 
photographer - I don't pose or 
arrange people. Essentially, I 'take' 
and don't 'make'," says Simon. 

"I photographed people doing 
what they enjoy and the 
absorbment each artist had in what 
they were doing meant I could fade 
into the background. 

"I am discreet, there is no sound 
to my shutter - I can disappear into 
the woodwork. 

Artweeks commissioned Simon to 
take pictures of 30 county artists to 
mark the 30th anniversary of 
Artweeks - an event which is close 
to Simon's heart. 

"The public has a real fascination 
with Artweeks and it's always 
hugely enjoyable," he says. 

"People are fascinated with the 
studios themselves and astonished 
by the variety of things artists do. 

"There are well over a thousand 
people in the county who are 
contributing to Artweeks." 

Simon, a winner of the Mary 
Moser award, started working on 
Artists & Studios four years ago 
when an artist asked whether he 
could photograph her in her studio. 

Recommendations for subjects 
snowballed. Simon knew many of 
the artists beforehand with others' 
names passed on to him. 

Simon's personal favourite subject 
was Betty Blandino, the influencial 
potter who died last year. 

"I knew Betty well and admired 
her greatly. Several people were 
taught by her. Another subject of 
mine, [the potter] Lucy Butterwick, 
was taught and was hugely inspired 
by her. By turn, Lucy's husband Jon 
Gordon volunteered to interview all 
the artists as part of this project." 

So, the nature of the project has 
resulted in a series of monochrome 
pictures which reflect layer upon 
layer of intimacy. 

"The pictures are very much a 
question about what it says about 
people's practice, their relationship 
with their work," adds Simon. 




"It is about photographing the 
unseeable - the atmosphere 
between the person and what they 
are creating, and the space they 
create for themselves." 

With five pictures of each 
subject, the network of 150 pictures 
has also been published as a book - 
also called Artists & Studios: Private 
Views - with additional Arts 
Council support. The book 
features essays by Michael Stanley 
and Simon Olding as well as 
Simon's pictures. 

He spent five-and-a-half weeks 
processing the monochrome 
photographs in his own darkroom - 
an experience he says he will not 
repeat... until the next time. 

And so would he be tempted to 
move into digital photography to 
cut out several of these time- 
honoured steps? 

"No. I never photographed 
digitally. I don't feel the need 
to use digital. I have quality 
camera and film, and, truly, 
digital is completely out of 
my range. 

"I know I'm a retro 
dinosaur but that's 
what I'm 
comfortable 
with and the 
results are 
what I was 
hoping to 
achieve."

Return Will Smith 
and Tommy Lee 
Jones in Men in 
Black 3 


T HIRD time's a charm for the 
sharp-suited Men In Black, 
who rediscover their swagger 
10 years after the lacklustre second 
instalment. 

Set largely in July 1969, MIB3 is 
a hare-brained time-travelling caper 
which ties up loose threads into a 
neat bow, suggesting this could and 
perhaps should be the end of the 
Smith and Jones double-act. 

It would be an entertaining 
swansong for a franchise which 
burst on to the big screen in 1997. 

Working in 3D for the first time, 
director Barry Sonnenfeld imbues 
each breathlessly orchestrated scene 
with impish humour, from a 
protracted kiss that churns stomachs 
to a slime-slathered skirmish with a 
giant fish. 

A couple of the showpiece 
sequences merit the eye-popping 
format including a final showdown 
that inserts J and K into an iconic 
moment in history. 

As usual, visual gags include the 
flickering video wall at MIB 
headquarters, which monitors alien 
activity on Earth and outs Lady 
Gaga, Justin Bieber and Tim Burton 
as extra-terrestrial visitors. 

The film opens in the Lunar Max 
high security prison where a 
Boglodite assassin called Boris The 
Animal (Jemaine Clement) engineers 
a daring escape with help from his 
sexy girlfriend (Nicole Scherzinger). 

The snarling supervillain plans to 
travel back in time and kill the man 
who put him behind bars and shot 


off his left arm: Agent K (Tommy 
Lee Jones). 

The ripple effect causes Agent K 
to disappear from the future, 
heralding a full-scale Boglodite 
invasion of Earth. 

"K's been dead for over 40 
years," Agent O (Emma Thompson) 
tells a confused and disoriented 
Agent J (Will Smith) when he turns 
up for work. 

Having ascertained the past has 
been altered, J also travels back to 
1969, where he meets the young 
Agent K (Josh Brolin), who claims to 
be 29. 

"You got some city miles on 
you..." quips J, speaking for us all. 


With assistance from the young 
Agent O (Alice Eve) and an 
otherworldly soothsayer called 
Griffin (Michael Stuhlbarg), J races 
against the clock to save his best 
friend from annihilation. 

Men In Black 3 initially treats us 
to Smith and Jones in full flow, the 
former turning to his grizzled 
partner and sighing: "I am getting 
too old for this. I can only imagine 
how you feel." 

The script largely ignores race 
issues of the era to concentrate on 
slam-bang thrills, and invariably 
Smith's wise-cracking and the 
imaginative production design are 
the constant sources of wonder.

UNLESS you understand the sheer 
power of fashion, and its ability to 
overcome reason and open wallets, 
I do not think you will ever under¬ 
stand this Smart car. 

Women know that they can buy a 
perfectly serviceable bag for a few 
pounds, but some yearn for a Chloe 
grained calfskin shoulder bag, 
which will lighten a bank account to 
the tune of £1,300. 

Men can pick up an ultra-reliable 
wristwatch for a five, but some will 
only settle for a Girard Perregaux 
Evo 3 Laureato, that can set you 
back £10,000. 

A two-seater Smart car can be put 
on the road for a little more than that 
outrageously-priced watch - but not 
this one. This is the Brabus Tailor 
Made, with an eye-watering price 
tag that tops £26,000. 

A whole £6,000 of that is made 
up by the Tailor Made package, 
which transforms both the interior 
and exterior. On the outside it is 
clothed in Brabus bodywork - front 
spoiler, aero kit and twin-piped rear 
diffuser. Inside there is a glitteringly 
attractive, air-conditioned cabin 
with a contrasting diamond-stitched, 
leather-trimmed interior, which 
extends to the door panels, upper 
dashboard and even the floor mat 
edging. Each of the 18 dazzling 
Tailor Made colour schemes avail¬ 


able has a supercar/heritage theme. 
These include the vibrant Campbell 
Blue, which pays homage to the 
iconic Bluebird land speed record 
cars built and tested at Brooklands, 
the home of Mercedes-Benz World. 

What the Brabus Tailor Made 
retains is the Smart car's ability to 
deliver real fun at the wheel, as well 
as frugal consumption. 

Powered by an 84 horsepower, 
three-cylinder, 999cc engine, the 
Brabus has a well-earned reputation 
as a rocket-powered rollerskate. 

Nipping around town it is in its 
element, with a tight, sub-nine- 
metre, turning circle, the ability to 
squeeze through impossibly small 
gaps and to park nose in to the kerb.

IT'S not every day that you can get

Having had little but a mid-1990s 
tidy-up since crossing the 
Sahara Desert twice 40 years 
ago, it's looking and feeling a lit¬ 
tle tired these days, but it was 
still seen for sale at the start of

£78,000 . . . 

Some of the special guests invited to 
the event by Land Rover had 


history with the car, such as 
Mike Foster who hadn't seen 
100/6 since he said goodbye to 
it in 1969. 

Foster was Sahara Desert operations 
manager for adventure expedi¬ 
tion company Minitrek 
Expeditions, and is a veteran of 
40 Sahara missions having led 
36 of them himself. 

Back in 1969 he was tasked with a 
hush-hush assignment by British 
Leyland and Rover to desert-test 
two of its newest (and apparent¬ 
ly top secret) vehicles, accom¬ 
panied by a team from Rover 
itself. It was disguised with the 
name 'VELAR' to try to throw 


journalists off the scent of what 
it was really going to be, but 
nonetheless the Japanese were 
there and watching when 
Prototype 100/6 and its slightly 
older brother Prototype 100/5 
arrived in North Africa. 

Number 100/5 was later deliberate¬ 
ly destroyed as part of crash- 
testing at Rover's facilities in the 
Midlands, leaving this one as 
the oldest survivor. 

It's a special reminder that Britain 
— although it's sometimes held 
together with impromptu weld¬ 
ing and lots of gaffer tape — has 
always punched above its 
weight in the world.
